HOW ALLSPICE GROWS. 


Something- Abotrk the Beautiful and Fra- 


grant Flmcnto Tree. 


Tho pimento or allspice treo ia culti- 


vated in the Wost Indies and Jamaica. 
Tins beautiful tree usually grows to a 
height of about 30 feet. It has a straight 
trunk, much brunchtd above, and cov- 
ered with a very smooth brcvrn bark. 
Tho leaves vary in size and shape, but 
are always of a dark, chining green 
color. During tbe mouths of July and 
August the tree is in full bloom, the 
blossoms consisting of Tory fragrant, 
•mall, white, flowers. 


When a new plantation of pimento 


trees is to be formed, no regular sowing 
or planting takes place, because it is 
next to impost:] bio to propagate the 
jouDg plants or to raise them from 
seeds in parts of tho country where they 
are not found growing spoutanconsly. 
Usually a piece of laud is selected either 
close to a plantation already formed or 
in a part of tbe woodland where pimen- 
to trees are growing in a native stnte. 
The chosen piece of land ii then cleared 
of all wood except these tiees, and tho 
felled timber is allowed to remain on 
tbe ground for the purpose of protecting 
the veiy young pimento plants. 


At the end of two years the land is 


thoroughly cleared, ami only tho most 
vigorous pimento trees and plants aro 
left standing. The plants couie to ma- 
turity in about seven years. 


Ill favorable seasons the pimento crop 


is enormous, a aingJe tree ofteii yielding 
a hundred or mere pounds of the dried 
spica 
Tho berries are picked while 


greou, because if left on the tree until 
ripe they lose their pungent taste and 
are valueless. The green berries are ex- 
poeed to the sun for a week or ten days, 
wheu they lose their green color aud 
tnru a reddish brown. When perfectly 
dry, they are put in bogs and casks fcr 
exportation.

at the south and west insist that what 
the country needs is a cheaper dollar. | 
The good old gold dollar of Jefferson, ] 
Jackson and Bentou has been ' 'forced j 
up" iu value, they pay. Thpy want a , 
dollar of about half ita»valuo to increase , 
the price of their products ar*i to enable 
tliem to pay their debts at half the pres- 
ent cost and trouble. As Mr. Bryan. 
put it in his letter to The World, they 
would "restore the parity between 
money and property" by reducing tho 
valno of tho dollar. 


Now both of these theories cannot be 


true. They arc flatly contradictory. 
If 


silver would appreciate under free coin- 
age, there would be no cheap money. 
Prices would not rise. Debts could not 
bo scaled down. If it would not appre- 
ciate, tiio workicgman's saved dollars 
would be reduced one-half in value, tho 
cost of his living would double and his 
wages \vould not increase iu anything 
like the ratio of the increase in his ex- 
penses. 


Why is rhe best money too good for 


wage-workers? What is the inntter with 
the highest standard of value in a, coun- 
try where >lio highest wages and the 
highest standard of living prevail? Tha 
World begs the workingmen to think a 
little deeper and a little further on this 
vital subject.—New York World.

How Gold Gets Its Place. 


R. P. Dexter ot Oalva, Ills., asks: 
"Why was silver UBtnonetized? 
"Did any country ever come to B 


standard through the efforts or tno 
wishes of the people of that country?" 


The two questions may be answered 


tofjether. The people of many countries 
have disccmtiiined the use of silver aa 
standard money (demonetized silver) 
because they prefer gold. 


Secretary Morton eaid in a public ad- 


dress the other day that they defarryized 
flntboats on the Missouri river in tho 
neighborhood of Omaha because steam- 
boats served the purpose better. Later 
they deferryized «teamboat9 because a 
eteel bridge served their purpose better 
still. They didn't make those changes 
aa the result of an election, but as a 
matter of lousiness. 


In like mannsr the principal com- 


mercial nations have abandoned silver 
and accepted gold as the standard. They 
have not done so by any town meeting 
process, bnt simply aa a matter of busi- 
ness. 


In tho dealings of men living in dif- 


freut countries, or in what is called in- 
ternational trade, there is no standard 
prescribed by law, or lawful money. 
Bnt gold has been accepted as the stand- 
ard by common consent 
The people 


engaged iu this trade prefer gold. 


Only a short time ago Bolivia delib- 


erately abandoned the silver standard 
and adopted; the gold standard. What 
the people think of the change may be 
learned from u citizen, of this country 
\vho was there at tho time of the 
change, and who "describes the scenes 
of rejoicing among the people aa some- 
thing far surpassing any other demon- 
stration he ever witnessed. They re- 
garded the change from silver to gold 
as deliverance out of a wretched condi- 
tion into the light of a new and better 
era." 


The people of other gold standard 


ccrantrias, whether that standard was 
originally of their own choosing or not, 
are not ngitsting for its abandonment. 
This country may be regarded as an ex- 
ception, but tho agitation here is less 
formidable than many people seem to 
suppose.

A GOOD LECTURE. 


Delivered Monday Evening by Rev. Dr. 


Searles at the Baptist Church. 


The lecture delivered at the Baptist 


church Monday evening by Rev. Dr. Wil- 
liam Searles of Auburn, N. Y., was heard 
by a fan- sized audience and keenly en- 
joyed. His subject as previously an- 
nounced, was "The Misplaced Switch," 
and it was handled with the earnestness 
»'nd ability which make Dr. Searles' ad- 
dresses so interesting and effeotive. 


The speaker wag introduced by Rev. 


Mr. Penney and began his lecture with a 
few humorous allusions to switches Of 
various kinds, from that to which.taetued 
to dance when a boy, to the sort the 
ladies use in dressing their hair. He also 
spoke of railroad switches and said that a 
majority of tbe bad accidents ou railroads 
are caused by misplaced switches. 


Dr. Searles then said that his lecture 


would deal with a sort of i maginary rail- 
road over which all travel from the cradle 
to the sunset of life. His language 
was figurative and the lines of life 
traversed, with the influences that turn 
one in this or that direction, were likened 
to railroads and switches. He spoke of 
the necessity of training children in the 
right direction in their early childhood. 
And the three great principles to be in- 
culcated are Industry, integrity and re- 
ligion. As an example of what these ele- 
ments can do) he cited the career of James 
A. Qarfleld. Not all can be Garttelds, but 
they can practice the virtues that made 
him great and reap the rewards accord- 
ing to their natural ability and the cir- 
cumstances and conditions by which they 
ore surrounded. 
' 


A child should be taught the strictest 


integrity and never allowed to abanion 
principle in its childish batterings. To 
neglect this is to switch one upon the 
track that may lead to tbe dungeon or the 
gallows. An integrity that will pay 100 
cents on the dollar is what is demanded. 
No honest individual or nation will do 
less, for this is the "gold standard" of in- 
tegrity. A nation is but an aggregation 
of individuals and can take the wrong 
track as well as an individual. 


The speaker emphasized the need of tbe 


most watchful care on the part of the 
parents in training their children in tLe 
right direction, and also of showing sym. 
pathy for those who have found .them, 
selves on the wrong track. He charged 
the laws with punishing effects und leav- 
ing causes unmolested, and made a strong 
appeal for prohibition ot the liquor 
traffic. 


Dr. Searles closed his lecture, which 


was enlivened at different points with 
touches of humor, by saying that religion 
is the one essential thing in life. The 
address was heard with noticeable interest 
and was calculated to leave a lasting im- 
pression upon those who heard it. The 
speaker was heartily applauded at the 
close.

CAST 1-IIS LOT WITH BLACKS. 


A White Man Who Wan Brought Up 


Among Slaves. 


Take the case of Rev. W. J. White, 


th« editor of a Baptist weekly published 
at Augusta, Ga. White is n man of in- 
telligence and integrity, and bis ac- 
count of bis early life has never been 
disputed. 


Briefly this is the story ; A few years 


before the war a dark faced boy made 
bis appearance qn a large Georgia plan- 
tation. Be was supposed to be a mulat- 
to, and when the planter died the 
youngster was sold with the estate. 


After the war this alleged mulatto 


picked op an education and investigated 
his ancestry. He was not much sur- 
prised to learn that he did not have a 
particle of negro blood in his veins. His 
mother was an Indian and his father 
was a white man. 


White was not long in deciding to 


cast his lot with the blacks, He had al- 
ways been classed with them. It seemed 
to be the will of the Almighty that he 
should share the burdens of the negro 
face, and he made up his mind to stick 
to his old companions. 


He prospered and became a leader 


among the people. He has tho respect 
and confidence of both races, but he has 
never attempted to rise above what he 
believes to be his divinely ordained 
sphere. It is easy to see at a glance that 
this man is not a mulatto or a quad- 
roon, for his mixed Indian and Cau- 
casian blood cannot be mistaken ; but he 
has no desire to cut loose from the ex- 
slaves with whom he has spent the 
beet years of his life. 


Many of the white ministers of his 


denomination know the peculiar facts 
of his case, and they treat him with 
great consideration. Uncomplainingly 
he leads his life of self sacrifice, and bis 
only object seems to be the advancement 
of his adopted race. He mamed a mu- 
latto and submits to all the laws and 
social distinctions which separate the 
two races in the south.

London, Oct. 13.—The Daily Graphic 


to-day publishes a dispatch from Sebas- 
topol saying1 that Russia is continuing 
her preparations for an emergency.
